its youths at twice the national 
rate.

withdrawal and 16,000 support- 
Ing the Johnson administra- 
tion's Vietnam policy.

Mets at Door 
of World 
Championship

NEW YORK (AP) ~ The New 


York Mets went into today's 
fifth game of the World Series 
on the threshold of their first 
world championship-and noth» 
ing about the amazing Mets is 
more amazing than the way 
they finally got both feet on the 
doorstep to the throne room. 


For 
the implausible cham- 


pions of the National League got 
there Wednesday on a double 
lost in the sun, a bunt that 
didn't roll 10 feet and a wild 
throw toward first. That combi- 
nation gave the Mets a 10th in- 
ning run and a 2-1 victory over 
Baltimore's befuddled Orioles. 


So the Mets, who turned the 


baseball world upside down this 
year by making the final team 
standings look topsy-turvy, took 
a 3-1 edge over the heavily fa- 
vored Orioles and the opportuni- 
ty to wrap up the Series today 
in front of Shea Stadium's ban- 
ner-bearing fans. 


Once holders of the world 


record for ineptness, the Mets 
have made the amazing transi- 
. tion to the top on a combination 
of solid pitching, timely hitting 
— and plays that have provoked 
the gag-line that "God is a Mets 
fan." 


Look what happened in that 


almost unbelieveable 10th in- 
ning when the Orioles handed 
them the keys to the throne 
room. 


It began when catcher Jerry 


Grote sent a short fly to left that 
was ticketed for an out. 


"I thought the ball was hit 


harder than it was," said left 
fielder 
Don Buford, "and I 


broke back to keep from giving 
up an extra base hit. Then I lost 
the ball in the glare and didn't 
pick it up until it got above the 
sun." 


By that time, only shortstop 


Mark Belanger had a shot at the 
falling fly as he raced toward 
the point of impact with his 
back to the plate. But the ball 
fell beyond the reach of his outs- 
tretched glove as Grote stood on 
second base. 


Rod Caspar went in to run for 


Grote and Al Weis was given an 
intentional walk. 


At this juncture, it was time 


for some strategy, and it's pos- 
s'sible,. that,;the loss, of4 Manager 
siEafrl ^Weaver-- in ihe "third in- 


ning he became the first manag- 
er ejected from a World Series 
game in 34 years— may have 
contributed to what followed. 


That may never be known. 


What is known is that coach Bil- 
ly Hunter, who took over for 
Weaver, ordered pitcher Dick 
Hall to issue an intentional walk 
to Al Weise and then brought in 
Pete Richert to pitch to pinch 
hitter J.C. Martin. 


Martin's orders from Manag- 


er 
Gil Hodges were simply: 


Bunt— and keep it down the first 
base line away from Brooks 
Robinson, the Orioles' brilliant 
third baseman. Martin complied 
on the first pitch, the ball trick- 
ling to the lip of the infield 
grass. 


Now Caspar was running and 


two Orioles— Richert and catch- 
er Ellie Hendricks— were racing 
toward 
the 
ball, brushing 


against each other in the indeci- 
sion of the moment. 


"I called for the ball all the 


way," Hendricks said, "and 
maybe Pete did too. But will all 
the crowd noise, I don't know. 
The play was out in front of 
me." 


It was out in front of a record 


crowd of 57,367 too, and they 
yelled and shouted and cheered 
as Richert grabbed the ball, 
hurried his throw and hit Martin 


the left wrist. The ball rico-

the left wrist." 


"I didn't see the play, said 


Caspar. "I got a very bad jump. 
I thought they held the ball and 
we had the bases loaded. Then I 
saw it roll away and knew they 
had no way of getting me." 


"I was running with him down 


the line," said third base coach 
Eddie Yost. "I think I could 
have beat him to the plate, I 
was so exicted. But I stopped 
three-quarters of the way and 
watched him go the rest of the 
way." 


Now the Mets have a chance 


to go the rest of the way today 
with Jerry Koosman, the second

Seaver got his opportunity to 


get even in the fourth game and 
did by limiting the Orioles to six 
hits in a game marked by 
Weaver's explusion and a brief 
moment of tension over the flag 
raising ceremony because of the 
anti-war Moratorium Day. 


Weaver became the only man- 


ager in World Series history be- 
sides Charley Grimm of the 1935 
Chicago Cubs to be given the 
thumb when he was thrown out 
by plate umpire Shag Crawford 
during the third inning. 


Weaver 
was ejected 
after 


jumping out of the Baltimore 
dugout following a strike call on 
Orioles' shortstop Mark Belang- 
er. 


"Weaver was just trying to 


test me," Crawford explained. 
"He wasn't coming to the plate 
just to say 'hello.' He knows 
what the baseball rule is. A 
manager is not allowed to pro- 
test balls and strikes." 


"All I said was 'Shag' about 


three times," said Weaver, "be- 
cause he was walking away— 
and he turned and said I was 
out of the game." 


That moment of tension came 


after the U.S. Marines said they 
would 
not participate in the 


flag-raising 
ceremony before 


the start of the game if the flag 
was flown at half staff as or- 
dered by Mayor Lindsay in ob- 
servance of the anti-war mora- 
torium. 


A quick conference ensued be- 


tween Lindsay, baseball Com- 
missioner Bowie Kuhn and a 
Naval officer 
with the result 


that the decision was reached to 
fly the nag at full staff. 


The Mets got off quickly in 


the second inning when Donn 
Clendenon led with a homer off 
Mike Cuellar. It stayed that way 
until the top of the ninth when 
the Orioles broke through and 
tied it on singles by Frank Rob- 
inson and Boog Powell and a 
sacrifice fly by Brooks Robinson 
on which Ron Swoboda made a 
diving one-handed catch. 


Then, in the bottom of the 


10th, the little double, the little 
bunt and the big throw got the 
job done.

FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. (AP) 


— Arkansas tailback Bill Burnett 
says lie should be Ms old self 
by the time the Razorbacks re. 
sume play Oct. 25, and that's 
bad news for Razorback oppon- 
ents. 


All the 187-pound junior man* 


aged to do while nursing one 
injury after another was score 
seven touchdowns and gain 393 
yards in the first four games of 
the season. Both totals are tops 
in the Southwest Conference. 


"It's 
a good feeling to be 


well," Burnett said. "During 
the first three ball games, I had 
something bothering me every 
ball game. Saturday night was 
the first night I went into the 
ball game full speed." 


That 
was 
against 
Baylor, 


when Burnett carried 35 times 
for 133 yards and three touch- 
downs. 


"Pve never seen a better 


short-yardage 
runner," 
said 


Coach Frank Broyles. "Bill 
never lets a defensive man get 
his shoulder pads underneath 
him. He twists his body at the 
last second and he always goes 
forward again after contact. 


"He bites, he claws, he jumps, 


he does everything for tliat extra 
six inches," Broyles said. "Very 
few people have tliat knack and 
are able to protect the ball." 


Burnett was the workhorse of 


Arkansas' 10-1 team in 1968, 
carrying 207 times during the 
regular season for 859 yards. 
He scored 16 touchdowns during 
the season and lost only one 
fumble. 


"There's really no way you 


can work on something like 
that," Burnett said. "I have 
never concentrated on going for- 
ward and not fumbling. 


"It's 
like playing golf and 


coming to a water hole," he 
he said. "If you start worrying 
about 
getting in 
that 
dang 


water, nine times out of 10 
you'll get in it. I just don't 
worry about fumbling. I guess 
it's just instinct." 


It may be a family trait. 
Bill is the third son of Clell 


Burnett to play for the Razor- 
backs. His oldest brother, Bob- 
by, set a one-season school rec- 
ord when he rushed for 947 
yards during the Razorbacks' 
10-0 campaign of 1965. And, he 
didn't lose one fumble during 
his 232 carries. He became the 
American F o o t b a l l League 
rookie of the year but a knee 
injury later sidelined him. 


If Bill continues anywhere 


near his current pace he's a 
cinch to crack the Arkansas 
career record of 1,788 yards set 
by Henry Moore during the mid 
1950s. 


Burnett now lias more than 


1,200 yards with six games re- 
maining this season and the 
entire 1970 season. 


He says, however, tliat he 


has no personal goals.

he said. "I

Burnett says his father, who

"He always took a lot of in- 


terest in us, but he never did 
push us," Burnett said. "That 
made us want to do things that 
would make him proud of us. 


Burnett almost didn't wind up 


at Arkansas. An assistant coach 
offered him a one-year, make- 
good scholarship and he turned 
it down. 


"Then Coach Broyles called 


rne down to his home one Suh-v 
day afternoon and told me lie 
would 
give me a 
four-year 


scholarship," Burnett said, 


Broyles will never regret tliat 


day.

World Series, with prestige and 
a big pot of gold on the line, is 
the goal of all major 
league 


baseball teams. It's the annual 
showcase of the sport. 


But for Earl Weaver of the 


Baltimore Orioles, managing a 
World Series game is the same 
as managing during the regular 
seasion or even in an exhibition. 


''Just because it's a World 


Series, I can't change," Weav- 
er said. "I manage the way I 
manage." 
The comment was 


made Wednesday after Weaver 
had been ejected from the game 
by umpire Shag Crawford, and 
the Orioles had lost 2-1 in 10 in- 
nings to fall behind 3-1 in the 
best-of-7 series. 


Weaver was ejected with dra- 


matic 
suddenness 
after 
he 


emerged from the dugout in the 
third inning, following a warn- 
ing by Crawford after the Or- 
ioles protested a called strike on 
Mark Belanger. 


"We all yelled in unison," 


Weaver said, "and I yelled the 
loudest. Then Crawford came 
over and shook his finger at us. 
I went out to ask him what he 
said." 


Weaver said he was told he 


was thrown out for protesting 
balls and strikes— which is per- 
mitted from the bench—but con- 
tended all he said after emerg- 
ing from the dugout was 'Shag' 
about three times as he walked 
behind the umpire. 


In the postgame interviews, 


Weaver said he did nothing to 
warrant the quick ejection and 


rom Commissioner Bowie Kuhn. 


"The commissioner told us at 


a meeting," Weaver said, "that 
the umpires would bend over 
backwards to keep us in the 
game, and asked us to cooper- 
ate by warning our players not 
to use profanity." 


"We didn't use any profani- 


ty," 
the 
Baltimore 
manager 


said, "f never use profanity 
when 
talking 
to 
umpires." 


Crawford 
confirmed 
that 
he 


hadn't. 


Asked if the ejection, the first 


in a World Series since 1935, 
would change his tactics, Weav- 
er said: "I'll holler again if the 
same situation cornes up. I'm 
rooting for us." 


Third base coach Billy Hunter 


took over direction of the Or- 
ioles. 


"I 
don't think I could have 


done anything on the bench to 
change the result," he said, 
"Maybe I could have hollered, 
'come on, let's get some runs.' " 


After the Orioles had lost 


their third straight decision fol- 
lowing an opening game victo- 
ry, Weaver met briefly with the 
players before reporters were 


admitted. 


"The room was fairly quiet- 


after all, I wouldn't expect the 
players to come in cheering aft- 
er losing," Weaver said. "But a 
couple of them also said some 
things after I finished. We're 
not dead vet."

Dave McNally. "But I didn't 
say the first four.

Koosman beat McNally 2-1 


last Sunday at Baltimore, hold- 
ing the Orioles hitless for six in- 
nings as the Mets squared the 
Series at one game apiece, 


They won 5-0 Tuesday at Shea 


Stadium and then squeezed out 
a 2-1 10-inning victory Wednes- 
day on Jerry Grote's pop fly 
double, pinch hitter J.C. Mar- 
tin's sacrifice bunt and a throw- 
ing error by relief pitcher Pete 
Richert. 


"I think we can beat 'em to- 


morrow," said Koosman, sur- 
rounded by newsmen in a cor- 
ner of the surprisingly serene 
New York clubhouse after the 
Mets' third straight Series victo- 
ry. 


"I can't say I'm familiar with 


the Orioles' hitters because Fve 
only faced them once so far. But 
they'll be more familiar to me 
than when I went out Sunday." 


Koosman had a six-day layoff 


before facing the Orioles the 
first time. He felt more confi- 
dent about today's start after 
taking his normal three days off 
between assignments. 


"I should have better control 


now, 
and with better control I 


think Til have better rhythm 
and more speed," he said. 


The 
25-year-old 
fireballer 


thought the brisk, sub-60 degree 
weather predicted for today's 
fifth game also would help him. 
"I'd much rather pitch in cold 
weather," he said. "I don't per- 
spire, and I don't lose weight. If 
it's 50 degrees, Iwon'tmind." 


The Mets, caught from behind 


in the ninth inning Wednesday, 
took the heat off Tom Server 
with the help of a sensational 
catch by right fielder Ron Swo- 
boda, then pushed over the win- 
ning run int he 10th. 


After Grote's leadoff fly ball 


fell safely in short left field—as 
Don Buford took a backward 
step and could not recover in 
time to reach it—the Orioles 
walked Al Weis intentionally. 


Martin, making his Series de- 


but as a pinch hitter for Seaver, 
then bunted up the first base 
line and was struck on the left 
wrist by Richert's throw, the 
ball rolling toward second base 
as pinch runner Rod Caspar 
sped home from second. 


Hodges said the tight-squeeze 


victory made him feel "much 
better than yesterday . . . one 
game better," about the Mets' 
chances of winning the Series.

Astronauts 
Visit Pope, 
Plan Holiday

ROME (AP) - Pope Paul VI 


and the Roman Catholic Synod 
of Bishops take a brief holiday 
from theology today to meet the 
Apollo 11 astronauts. 


Neil A. Armstrong, Edwin E. 


Aldrin Jr. and Michael Collins 
meet the Pope in.a.private audi- 
enceV then go to the synod hall 
and show slides of Armstrong 
and 
Aldrin walking on the 


moon. A closed television circuit 
was set up to carry the show to 
other parts of the Vatican. 


The 146 bishops attending the 


two-week c o n c l a v e looked 
pleased, one bishop reported, 
when told during Wednesday's 
session of the astronauts' visit. 
But some of the 200 dissident 
priests holding a "shadow syn- 
od" in Rome drafted a commu- 
nique saying it was unfortunate 
that Pope Paul had time to 
meet the astronauts but not to 
receive them. 


Earlier in the week the pontiff 


rejected the priests' request for 
an audience to hear their ver- 
sion of how the Church should 
be reformed. The pontiff report- 
edly told them that the time was 
not opportune. 


Within minutes after Arm- 


strong took his first steps on the 
moon on July 20, Pope Paul sent 
the Apollo crew this message: 


"We are close to you, with our 


good wishes and with our pray- 
ers. 
Together with the whole 


Catholic Church, Pope Paul VI 
salutes you." 


After the visit from the astro- 


nauts, the bishops were expect- 
ed to resume their discussion of 
collegiality, or the sharing by 
the bishops in the Pope's deci- 
sions. 


In the synod's first three 


working sessions, a wellspring 
of support has bubbled up for 
enlargement of the bishops' role 
in the formulation of papal poli- 
cy.

Good Ventilation a Must 
When Exposed to Gases 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—What harmful effects 


would result from chronic 
exposure to natural gas, car- 
bon monoxide or sewer gas 
in one's home? 


A—Natural gas used in 


cooking consists of methane 
or marsh gas 
(which is 


harmful only to the extent 
that it replaces oxygen in 
the inspired air) and a small 
amount of carbon monoxide, 
which is highly toxic in that 
it replaces the oxygen in 
your blood. 


Sewer gas is a mixture of 


gases, the most toxic of 
which is hydrogen sulfide. 
This gas smells like rotten 
eggs and a concentration of 
20 parts per million will 
cause some irritation of the 
eyes. A concentration of 10 
ppm is the upper limit allow- 
able for prolonged exposure. 
There is no danger from any 
of these g a s e s in a well- 
ventilated room.

A—T h e b e s t w a y t o 


strengthen your ankles is by 
walking.

Few reporters in Viet- 
nam, in fact, have ever made 
this mistake. 


Gen. William Westmore- 


land, who commanded war 
forces for more than three 
years, said it as well as any- 
one. "They (the c u r r e n t 
troops) are the best trained 
and ablest of men that I 
have ever commanded. I 
must say that I have been 
very proud to have served 
with them." 


This isn't to say that of the 


nearly three million Ameri- 
cans who have served in 
Vietnam during the past 19 
years (our first assistance 
troops arrived there in 1950) 
have all been gung-ho and 
full-speed-ahead 
about the 


controversial war itself. ...On 


been opposed'to the fighting 
and everything that brought 
it about. 


But beyond personal opin- 


ions, and looking only at the 
quality of over-all soldiery 
performance, most experi- 
enced opinion is that Viet- 
nam veterans, chiefly young 
people (18-25), have served 
nobly and well. 


Despite all of the war's 


implications, troop morale 
has always been high. Deser- 
tion, goldbricking, paralysis 
have been minimal in Viet- 
nam. I remember one troop- 
er with the 1st Air Cavalry 
Division who tried to shoot 
his foot rather than go into 
combat. F o r t u n a t e l y , he 
missed, and later he con- 
fessed: "I'm ashamed. Can 
you imagine what the other 
guys would have thought?" 


The "other guys" in Viet- 


nam have perhaps been the 
single most important stim- 
ulus for U.S. troop effective- 
ness. For the sake of the 
"other guys" soldiers have 
committed acts of selfless- 
ness that beggar the imagi- 
nation. Some examples: 


—From the beginning, a

—Volunteers and re-volun- 
teers for Vietnam duty have 
been, according to the De- 


f e n s e Department, "very 
high, very 
encouraging." 


Though the basic stint in the 
war (one year for most) has 
usually been hairy enough 
for a lifetime, especially for 
line troops, many thousands 
have volunteered for longer 
tours. 


—Troop initiative, some- 


times anemic in previous 
U.S. wars, has been the 
norm in Vietnam. Field com- 
manders say that "construc- 
tive individualism" has been 
born in this war. They ex- 
plain it by citing the fact 


troop leaders are younger 
and sharper than ever be- 
fore (a new officer can be a 
captain 
today within two 


years service). They also 
say that smarter, healthier, 
more-aware e n l i s t e d men 
have filled the ranks. I re- 
member one such man. only 
19, with the 1st Division, 
who hooked his boot on the 
wires of a b o o b y trap. 
Rather than panic, or call 
out and endanger his unit, he 
calmly located the explosive 
charge (a grenade), disen- 
gaged the wire and walked 


British Once Imprisoned, 
Now Canonizing Gandhi

LONDON - (NEA) — He 


looked more like a scare- 
crow than a leader of men. 
Even at summit 
meetings 


with heads of state, he wore 
nothing more than a loin- 
cloth. 


The r i m 1 e"s s 'Spectacles^ 


perched on the end of his 
nose and the big ears pro- 
truding from the bald, wal- 
nut-colored head gave Ma- 
hatma Gandhi a s l i g h t l y 
comic appearance. But there 
was nothing comic 
about 


"Gandhiji," as his followers 
affectionately called him. 


He was the George Wash- 


ington of India. He fought 
for and won independence 
lor 450 million people in the 
most successful rebellion 
against the British since the 
1776 
American war of inde- 


pendence. 


He i n v e n t e d nonviolent 


passive resistance, which is 
now being used as a weapon 
against authority by student 
activists the world over. This 
should make him a bigger 
hippie hero than Che Gue- 
vara or Chairman Mao. 


Yet most of the students 


who lay down in the streets 
to resist arrest have never 
even heard of Gandhi. His 
assassination o c c u r r e d in 
1948 
before many of them 


were born. 


On the other hand, the 


British Establishment, which 
once looked upon Gandhi as 
a dangerous rebel, has now 
taken him to its bosom, and 
is in the process of canoniz- 
ing him as a saint. 


None would chuckle louder 


to see the British pay him 
h o m a g e than Gandhi him- 
self, who s p e n t over six 
years of his life in prison as 
an 
unwilling guest of the 


British. None would appre- 
c'ate the irony more keenly 
than this I n d i a n l e a d e r 
whom W i n s t o n Churchill 


. once dismissed contemptu- 
ously as "this naked fakir." 


All that is needed to make 


the joke complete is for the 
British Bar A s s o c i a t i o n , 
which expelled him as a jail- 
bird, to r e i n s t a t e Gandhi 
with honors. 


Gandhi is r e m e m b e r e d 


mostly as a pacifist, yet this 
label is misleading, as i dis- 
covered when 1 stayed at the 
Gandhi ashram in Sabar- 
mati. India The Gandhi dis- 
ciples whom i talked to told 
me that during the Boer 
war he put on puttees and 
served in an ambulance unit. 
During World War i he ac- 
tually recruited for the Brit- 
ish army, in the mistaken 
belief that the British would 
give India its independence 
after the war. 


The rude awakening came- 


with the Ainritsar massacre- 
of 1919. when nearly 400 In- 
dians were shot down in cold 
blood by the British 
After 


Ainritsar. Gandhi saw that 
India's unarmed. defensi-le.vs 
masses could win their free- 
dom only b\ resisting with 


nonviolent means. 


Nonviolence, in Mahatma 


Gandhi's definition, is not to 
be confused with cowardice, 
for it requires greater cour- 
age, he m a i n t a i n e d . It 
means standing firm and as- 
serting what one believes to 
be right, even in the face of 
violence. The real victory 
consists in persuading the 
opponent that one is right, 
Gandhi taught, and this is 
his philosophical legacy at 
the approaching 100th anni- 
versary of his birth. 


The perfect example of the 


triumph of moral right over 
brute force was Gandhi's 
trial for sedition in March, 
1922, after he had written an 
anti-British article in 
the 


newspaper "Young India." 


In his closing s p e e c h . 


Gandhi painted a damning 
picture of the British repres- 
sion which had called forth 
the article. He then said that 
the trial had been a perfectly 
fair one. and that he was not 
asking for mercy. "The only 
c o u r s e open to you. the 
judge." he said, "is either to 
resign your post, or to in- 
flict on me the- severest pen- 
alty if you believe that the 
system and the law you ad- 
minister are just ones." 


The judge and the prisoner 


bowed to each other 
The 


.ludge said. "Kven those who 
differ 
from 
you 
in politic* 


look upon you as a man ot 
high ideals and of noble and 
even saintl\ life." Me then 
sent Gandhi to prison lor six 
years

"so that a young man would be- 
come less vulnerable rather 
than more vulnerable to the 
draft as he grows older." 


Opponents of the lottery idea 


said Nixon already could carry 
out 
a youngest-first system 


without new legislation. 


During five days of hearings, 


Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird and Selective Service Di- 
rector Lewis B. Hers hey told 
the subcommittee the lottery 
would be the fairest system. 


Under the Administration pro- 


posal, a late September or early 
October lottery would determine 
the order of the 365birthdatesin 
the following year for calling up 
19-year-olds. 


Men with the first birthdates 


drawn would likely be drafted 
the following January and men 
with the last ones drawn would 
be likely to escape the draft. 


There are only two alterna- 


tives but neither is as good, the 
administration officials told the 
subcommittee. 


One— which Nixon has indicat- 


ed he will establish on his own if 
Congress does not Approve the 
lottery— would let young men 
know their highest draft suscep- 
tibility would be near their 20th 
birthdays. 


But they wouldn't know until 


the draft order was announced a 
month in advance what their 
chances were of being called, 
the officials said.

One of the dividends from

To- 
day's hand is from an article 
on the Blackwood Conven- 
tion w r i t t e n by E a s l e y 
Blackwood, who is, obvi- 
ously, the person most quali- 
fied to write about it. 


The a r t i c l e is titled, 


" A v o i d i n g Trouble With 
Voids." Easley points out 
that it is folly to count a 
void as an ace and that the 
prudent course for any ex- 
cept an experienced partner- 
ship is to ignore voids en- 
tirely in responding to Black- 
wood. 


What should an experi- 


enced partnership do? They 
should simply show the cor- 
rect number of aces but one 
level higher. Thus, six dia- 
monds would show one ace 
and a void, six hearts two 
aces and a void, and so on. 


He then adds that you 


must be sure that partner 
will identify your void suit. 
We are going to take slight 
exception here. We show a 
void the same way Easley 
does but our word is, "A 
void that we consider valu- 
able." 


Looking at today's hand, 


we see that North's six-dia- 
mond bid fits both definU 
tions. North certainly thinks 
that his spade void is valu- 
able and that South will iden- 
tify it easily. North is sure 
that South does not hold the 
spade ace, b e c a u s e South 
might well have stopped to 
make a three-spade cue bid 
over North's three hearts. 


As for South, he has a 


cinch to identify the void as 
being in spades. West has 
bid clubs. If, by some mira- 
cle, North was void of clubs, 
the c h a n c e s are that he 
would merely have bid five 
diamonds and not confused 
matters by showing the void. 


So, South bids seven hearts 


and chalks up the grand 
slam.

On Tuesday, Oct. 14, Hope 


Star was 70 years old- a birth- 
day I knew about because of pre- 
vious arrangements with the shop 
to change the folio line to Vol. 
71, No. 1, but which I forgot to 
mention in this column. 


All newspapers make the com- 


putation as one volume per year, 
with the issues numbered in the 
volume. Today's folio line, tor 
instance, reads "Vol. 71-No. 
3"- meaning this is the 3rd is- 
sue of our 71st year. 


In actual practice, however, 


the one-volume-per-year idea is 
phoney. Volume 70 ended Mon- 
day, Oct. 13, with a total of 311 
issues, an average issue being 
about 10 pages making a total 
of approximately 3,110 standard 
size newspaper pages— obvious- 
ly too big a book to be practical. 
Therefore the year has been 
bound in the past in four separate 
volumes. 


But no longer. Asthebigbooks 


multiplied we ran out of space in 
our fireproof vault. Therefore 
when we installed our new offset 
printing plant we switched from 
bound files to microfilm flies, 
viewed under a projector open 
to public use in our office. You 
find the proper issue date, then 
locate the page on which the 
wanted item appears, and it is 
reproduced in original size on 
the projection screen. You can 
copy the item for free, or for a 
fee may have our Dallas micro- 
film people furnish you with a 
photo reproduction of the entire 
page, or even the entire news- 
paper. 


But even with microfilm an 


entire year's issue would make 
too bulky a reel, so microfilm 
follows the same practice that 
the 
old bookbinder used— the 


year is broken down into four 
three-month reels, each identi- 
fied by date labels.

Down 1 of 3 
Spaceships 
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MOSCbW (AP^lsoyuz, 6 and 


the two cosmonauts aboard it 
.returned safely to earth today 
after testing several types of ex- 
perimental welding techniques 
in space, Radio Moscow an- 
nounced. 


The announcement said the 


first of the three spaceships sent 
up last weekend made a soft 
landing in a "preset area" at 
12:52 p.m.-552 a.m.EDT-100 
miles northwest of Karaganda. 


The two cosmonauts "feel 


fine," the announcement said. 


The return to earth of Soyuz 6 


left two manned spaceships and 
five cosmonauts still in orbit.

It is equally clear that many 


who had condemned the morato- 
rium from the beginning mis- 
judged their people when they 
prophesied that such a massive, 
widespread outpouring of feel- 
ing could only result in violence. 


There was no serious violence 


on Wednesday, the 15th of Octo- 
ber— none, at least, much more 
significant that a brief scuffle in 
front of the White House during 
the cool fall afternoon. 


The young people even re- 


turned wearily to the Washing- 
ton Monument grounds late at 
night to police the rubble 35,000 
souls had left. 


At the very least, a sizeable 


chunk of America got a sizeable 
lump of emotion out of its sys- 
tem. 


That raised the question both- 


ering some of the moratorium 
strategists: Was so much of the 
feeling purged that the plans for 
two similar days in November, 
three in December, might run 
into a wall of apathy or frustra- 
tion on the part of the October 
activists?

here seek $701, 000 from an aero- 
spraying firm on grounds that 
it sprayed herbicide that runied 
livestock and pastures of two 
Greenbrier farmers, 


Robert Ralston and Merrell 


Ralston, owners of a 218-acre 
beef cattle farm, filed the suit 
with T. D, Johnson and Georgia 
Johnson, owners of a 355-acre 
dairy farm. 


The farms are about 10 miles 


north of Greenbrier. 


Named defendants in the suit 


are B. D. Henry and Myrtle 
Henry 
of 
Jacksonville 
and 


Claude F, Hall, LelawJ King 
and Gertrude King, all of Green- 
brier. 


The suit says that on May 18 


or May 19 Hall's Aero Spraying 
Corp. did the alleged damage 
by showering the farms with % 
poisonous chemical while spray* 
ing a neighbor ing farm owned 
by the Henrys. 


The chemical was a noxious, 


hormone-type herbicide with 9 
Wgb arsenic content.
